MCAS: Town ranks highly, but some failing

his year’s MCAS 
results show Andover 
placing 17th out of 208 
districts statewide accord- 
ing to one published rank- 
ing. However, there are still 
serious concerns about the 
number of students failing, 
particularly in the tenth 
grade, say School Superin- 
tendent Claudia Bach and 
Assistant Superintendent 
Marinel McGrath. 
Beginning this year, 
tenth graders must pass the 
English and mathematics 
portion of the test at some 


point in order to graduate 
in 2003. But 49 Andover 
tenth-grade students failed 
the English portion of the 
test this year, and 75 failed 
the math portion. Bach and 
McGrath express grave con- 
cern about these failures, 
and about a lack of funding 
for remediation programs. 
(See related story, page 11.) 
Rankings by a_ Boston 
newspaper that placed 
Andover 17th in the state 
were based on total scores 
for each school district, 
determined by adding 
scaled scores from the three 


subject areas in the three 
grades tested (4, 8, and 10) 
in all districts that tested 
each grade. 

The Massachusetts 
Department of Education 
does not rank MCAS scores.

Taxes rise to 
cover budget

ast year’s average homeowner will 
pay $84 more in taxes this year than 
last — or $7 more per month 


Selectmen voted Monday night to keep 
the town’s tax factor at 1.26, the same fac 
tor used to calculate tax rates last year, fis 
cal year 2000. 

The vote also means that the average 
fiscal year 2000 business owner will pay an 
increase of $798, or $62.50 per month. 

The tax factor is used to calculate the 
residential and the commercial/ industrial 
tax rates. The higher the tax factor, the 
lower the residential property tax rate, and 
the higher the commercial tax rate. Those 
tax rates determine how the town covers 
the budget for fiscal year 2001, which was 
approved in April at Annual Town Meet 
ing. 

With a 1.26 factor, residents will pay 68.5

Millions of people sat back and 
watched Madonna’s live concert 
from London, England on Tuesday 
~ from the screen of their computer 
monitor. 

The Webcast was the first of its 
kind in many ways, said Mark Tor- 
rey, director of product develop- 
ment at NaviSite, the Andover- 
based company that owns the 
streaming video technology. 

“This was the first concert Web- 
cast of this magnitude - the celebri- 
ty of that magnitude, the audience 
of that size and the quality level at 
which the concert was broadcast- 
ed,” Torrey said. 

The exact number of people who 
logged onto NaviSite to watch the 


pop-queen was not known before 
Townsman deadline, but the Web- 
cast was undoubtedly a success, 
said Torrey. 

“This event was three times as 
big as the previous (Webcasting) 
event, (which was) a Drew Carey 
show from three months ago,” he 
said. 

Though some people might won- 
der why anyone would tun to 
their computer to watch a concert 
rather than just flicking on the tele- 
vision, or actually buying a ticket, 
Torrey said the Webcast has its 
advantages. 

“You're able to interact (with 
the program) and send messages 
back to the producer,” he said.

percent of total taxes, though they 
own 75 percent of the property 
value. Businesses will pay 31.5 per- 
cent. While assessed value did not 
change from fiscal year 2000 to fis- 
cal year 2001, the budget did 
increase, causing the increased tax 
bills, said Selectmen Chairman 
Brian Major. 

Every three years properties are 
reassessed, explained Assessor 
Bruce Symmes. In the interim 
years, such as this year, the town 
does not have to make adjustments. 

“If we had increased the values, 
the tax rate would have come 
down,” said Symmes. “But since 
we didn’t, (the rate) depends (only) 
on the spending of the community 
and Town Meeting votes.” 

Last year, an average home val- 
ued at $313,800 paid about $4,597 in 
taxes. A homeowner with that 
same $313,800 property will pay 
about $4,681 this year, an $4 
increase. 

Until Monday night's vote, 
selectmen had annually lowered 
the tax factor since 1996, reducing 
the percentage of the tax bill paid 
by business owners amd increas- 
ing residents’ tax bill. Some busi- 
ness owners had hoped that trend 
would continue, while some resi- 
dents were eager to see this 
stopped. 

“Tt is my feeling in general that 
the Board of Selectmen should sta- 
bilize the 1.26 factor and not go 
along with the trend,” said resident 
Mary Carbone of Cyr Circle, who 
wanted to see businesses pay more 
this year. “(Businesses) draw from 
our infrastructure, (such as the 
town’s public safety and water sup- 
ply). In fact, we could probably go 
to 1.30,” she added. 

Major suggested moving the fac- 
tor down to 1.25, which he said 
would bring closer to parity the 
burden of any tax increase. “I 
would prefer the 1.25 because it 
does even out the additional tax 
responsibility,” he said. 

The board passed a motion to 
keep the current 1.26 factor with a 


4-1 vote, with Selectman Lori Beck- 
er against the decision. Becker pre- 
ferred the 1.25 option. 

The few residents who attended 
the meeting were pleased with the 
results. 

“I appreciate what (the select- 
men) did tonight, keeping (the fac- 
tor) the same. It’s fair,” said Bill 
Burke of South Main Street. 

Resident Kim Carpentier of 
Orchard Crossing was happy that 
selectmen did not make any radical 
changes in the factor, considering 
the operating expenses of two new 
schools and a new safety center 
will soon be added to the budget. 

“Why make changes now before 
we know what's going on in the 
future?” he said. 

Selectmen voted unanimously 
against three tax exemption 
options that the town has never 
accepted — an open-space exemp- 
tion, a residential exemption and a 
commercial exemption. 

Under an open-space exemption, 
housing lot owners with devel- 
opable acreage could deem a parcel 
of their property as open space and 
receive a tax reduction in return. 

The residential exemption could 
have reduced the tax burden on 
homeowners whose property is val- 
ued at $200,000 or less. 

In a commercial exemption, 
aimed at small business owners, 
owners of businesses worth less 
than $1 million could receive a tax 
break worth 10 percent of their 
assessed property value. 

But board members said they 
did not think it fair for them to give 
a break to one group at the expense 
of another. 

If an exemption was given to 
open space owners, residential 
owners would make up the tax dif- 
ference; if the average household 
got a 20 percent discount with a res- 
idential exemption, the higher- 
assessed homes would pay more; 
and a commercial exemption 
would only pass on the burden to 
industrial and personal property 
owners, they agreed.

Journalists can be a cynical lot 

If someone says “Nice day,” we 
may want to confirm that fact with 
two meteorologists before we believe 
it. Then, if it rains later, we tend to 
shake our heads knowingly 

So the prospect that a town 
government review committee in 
Andover might, you know, truly 
review the Andover government 
isn't something we tend to believe 
easily. OK, it isn’t something I was 
willing to believe easily 

After all, look at the way the com- 
mittee was formed 

When _ then-Selectman —_ Larry 
Larsen proposed the idea of a town 
charter review during the summer of 
1999. he met a lot of resistance. Feel 


ing the heat, he said at the time that 
“possibly no single issue has caused 
as much furor as when I proposed 
this.” 

Town Manager Buzz Stapcezynski 
spoke out against the idea, perhaps 
fearing the slight chance that a 
review might eliminate the town 
manager position. 

“Obviously, I'm sensitive to my 
five-year term,” he chuckled. “But 
irrespective of that, (the charter) has 
stood the test of time.” 

Eventually, Larsen squeaked 
through a 3-2 vote, and those with a 
bit of faith might have believed that 
the charter review was set to begin. 

But by the summer of 2000, Larsen 
was off the board and the charter 
review had still not begun. 

Selectman Brian Major floated the 
balloon that the new board might not 
be interested in the idea anymore. 

“Since we voted on it, no one has 
really come up to me and said, ‘Hey, 
I want to be in on it.’ It tells me that 
maybe there’s not that much inter- 
est in it,” said Selectman John Hess. 

But new Selectman Ted Teichert 
said he did have interest in a review 
of the government, and so the 


process plodded forward. 

A subcommittee of Mary French, 
who was against the idea of a town 
charter review; Stapcezynski, who 
spoke out against the need for one; 
and Hess, who offered lukewarm 
support, was formed to create the 
committee. 

So cynical people (OK, me again) 
weren't exactly holding their breath 
for signicant change when the com- 
mittee began to meet recently. 

But a funny thing happened on 
the way to cynicism. It seems as if 
Stapezynski has chosen people who 
are willing — though not automati- 
cally inclined to suggest true 
change to town government. 

Committee members have 
already grabbed the charter reviews 
and/or charters of communities 
such as Chelmsford, Bedford and 
Reading. 

“I really did get the feeling from 
the group that we're not going to be 
limited to one area of discussion,” 
says John O’Brien Jr., a committee 
member. “Town government should 
be open for review.”

Town needs 26 agreements for sewer project to start 


By Rebecca Piro 

With two approved easements in 
hand, the town has 26 to go before it can 
break ground for phase one of the $27 
million sewer project in the Ballardvale 
Road and South Main Street and Rogers 
Brook areas. 

Public Works Director Jack Petkus 
says he is still shooting for a March 2001 
start date, and though he hasn’t yet 
heard back from all 28 of the residents 
the town has approached for easements, 
he says there is still time. 

All the appraisals are done, and the 
town has mailed letters to each resident 
from whom the town needs an ease- 
ment, containing the town’s monetary 
offer for an easement. 

“We've been asking (residents) to 
respond within 30 days, 
but all of them 
haven't,” he says. “But 
we're not in a push-to- 
shove position as of 
yet.” 

Eminent domain, or 
taking of land by the 
government for the 
greater public good, is 
a last-resort option if 
residents will not coop- 
erate, says Petkus. If a 
property owner does 
not respond to the 
town’s letter — either to 
accept the town’s offer 
or propose a higher dol- 
lar figure - the public 
works department will 
go “to ‘the Board of 


Selectmen to talk about possible emi- 
nent-domain action, says Petkus. A few 
residents who refuse to accept any 
agreement with the town cannot stand 
in the way of the project, he adds. 

“There are well over 1,000 people that 
are waiting for (sewer service),” he 
says. 

If the town does take land by eminent 
domain, it will be the first time it has 
done so in years, say officials. But for 
now, Petkus does not anticipate that 
eminent domain will be utilized on any 
property, because he believes most peo- 
ple are indicating they accept the pro- 
ject. 

“Everyone that I have talked to has 
been very agreeable so far,” he said.

appraisal of their land and to contest the 
town’s assessments, says Petkus. 

“One of the rights that people have is 
that if you don’t like the (town’s) offer... 
you refuse it. At the time you refuse it, 


you can hire your own appraiser. If (the 
figure) is within reason of ours, general- 
ly we'll just split the difference. If it’s too 
high, we'll probably go through the emi- 
nent-domain procedure,” Petkus says. 


Protecting open space may be 
way to avoid pricy betterments 


Though most residents have been 
receptive to the town’s multi-million- 
dollar sewer expansion, some people 
are still nervous about the project 
because of the high betterment costs, 
Petkus says. However, there is help 
available for some people with undevel- 
oped lots and open space on their prop- 


erty, he adds. 

“Qpen-space owners are encouraged 
to apply for a deferral of betterments. 
(Or) they can put a conservation ease- 
ment on the property and the selectmen 
will completely wave the betterment,” 
says Petkus. 

Selectmen want to encourage proper- 
ty owners to preserve the open space 


they have, and not sell it off or develop | 


it in an attempt to pay the betterments. 


“The concern is, we don’t want to- 


force people to sell open space and 
ate more housing unnecessarily,” says 
Hess. “The betterment (might be) so 
expensive that (the owners) would not 
be able to pay it unless they sold or 
developed the land.” 

There are two options for people 


paying their betterments, says Petkus. 

“(Selectmen) will agree to defer 
sewer betterments on undeveloped 
pieces of property. They'll allow (the 
owner) to defer the betterment until a 
set time or until the property is devel- 
oped,” he says. 

“If someone has land that is undevel-

McGrath said that the 
math, as well as the English section of the 
MCAS, has open-response questions, in 
which students are asked to explain how they 
arrived at answers to mathematical word 
problems. McGrath said these answers must 
be examined more closely to see whether stu- 
dents are answering them incorrectly or sim- 
ply skipping them without even attempting 
an answer 

The latter possibility raises the question of 
the so-called “blowoff factor” being discussed

A factor Bach cited to explain failure rates 
increasing at Andover High is the tendency 
for the school to lose some talented students 
to private schools when they leave middle 
school. However, she said that number has 
been decreasing recently in Andover. 

On the whole, Bach and McGrath declined 
to account for low scores in Andover prior to 
reviewing detailed reports from the schools. 
They said they plan to have a final analysis in 
January.

Therefore, North 
Andover’s health concerns were not 
enough to sway Andover officials. 

“There are definitely (health) assur 
ances built into the (sludge-to-fertilizer) 
plan,” he said. “The health of all the rest- 
dents in the area (is) the foremost issue.” 

DiAdamo would not comment directly 
on the executive session, but agreed that 
the proposed facility is safe for all the res- 
idents in the district. The process used at 
the plant is well recognized and recom- 
mended by the Environmental Protection 
Agency, he said. 

“We have all our permits from (the 
Department of Environmental Protec- 
tion) and all emissions are well within 
federal and state guidelines. The reality is 
that North Andover’s turning down the 
facility is far more of a threat to the envi- 
ronment than the proposed facility,” said 
DiAdamo. 

GLSD may have the required permits 
from DEP, but when the facility's emis-

Reaching out during the ‘most wonderful time of the year’

One morning rhanksgiving 
resident Gretchen Harb was stirred by a 
call to help families in town that were less 
fortunate than she 

Sh on Channel 5 News that the 
Lawrence charity Lazarus House had lost 
1.000 turkeys — meant as holiday dinners 
for needy families throughout the Mern 
mack Valley — due to a broken freeze1 

Without a second thought, Harb was 
on her way to West Middle School with a

“Sometimes something just hits you 
and you want to react. They're asking for 
help, and when they ask you want to help 
out,” she said 

Though unprepared, students reached 
into their pockets and pulled out handfuls 
of change, depositing them eagerly into 
Harb’s basket 

“They put in quarters, dimes, some 
dollar bills and some five dollar bills. We 
made $150 in two hours with no fore 
warning. This is what you do when you 
want to help somebody,” said Harb, who 
later cashed in the money for gift certifi 
cates at Market Basket, which Lazarus 
House will distribute to needy families 

Andover is one of the many commun 
ties Lazarus House serves every day, said 
Shaun Logan, shelter and food director 
Though Andover is more affluent than 
many of its surrounding communities, 
the need is still there, he said 

According to the 1990 census, the last 
available, &4 people in Andover live 
below the poverty level — which means 
that 29 percent of the total 29,112 popula 
tion struggles with housing payments, 
heating bills and food costs

ago had recently lost her job,” recalled 
Logan. “She had four children, she was 
from Andover, and she had come to us 
looking for assistance for her rent.” 

Thougti Lazarus House couldn't cover 
her rent payment, due to its own cash 
shortages, Logan did fill the woman's car 
with food 

Like the Andover woman, the greatest 
need for many residents is cash for hous- 
ing payments, because the realestate 
market is so high, said Logan. People 
who want to donate could do the greatest 
good by giving money to Lazarus House, 
which will be used to pay needy resi- 


dents’ home and heating bills this winter. 

Some Andover residents might be sur- 
prised to find that kind of need in their 
own community, said Veterans Services 
Director John Doherty. 

“Everybody thinks the streets of 
Andover are paved in gold, that these are 
the best of times and everyone's well off. 
I'm here to tell you that’s not so,” said 
Doherty. “I have seen situations in this 
town where people have to decide 
whether they are going to eat appropri- 
ately or pay a fuel bill. That should never 


happen. 


» administers two of four trust 


funds set up for Andover residents in 
need — the Lucy H. Shaw fund and the 
Walter Raymond fund. 

“These are small trust funds,” said 
Doherty. “Veterans get first preference, 
but the money is available (to anyone) in 
emergencies for food or fuel.” 

The other two funds - the Towle fund, 
set up for general need relief — and the 
John Cornell Fuel Assistance fund, for 
heating purposes - are also available to 
Andover residents, said Doherty. 

“You'd be surprised at the number of 
people who do have needs,” said Doherty. 
“(They are) net necessarily destitute, but 
they are up against hardHtimes.” 

Doherty Said he has easily distributed 
several thousand dollars in aid from 
these two funds alone within the past 
couple of years. The money is used to pay 
heating bills or to buy food. 

Andover’s trust funds are bigger than 
those of most communities, but dona- 
tions are always welcome, said Doherty. 
Any monetary gifts will go into the funds 
to ensure that any resident who 
approaches him in need will not go away 
empty-handed. 

Furry and fleecy gifts were on the 
minds of several third- through fifth- 
graders at Pike School Tuesday afternoon 
where parents and students worked 
together to sew hats — many, many hats.

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Stabilization fund will continue 


By Adam Groff 

Selectmen Monday night voted to establish 
the stabilization fund as a permanent source 
of emergency funds similar to “free cash” in 
the town budget. 

About 15 years ago, said Selectman Brian 
Major, a stabilization fund was established to 
save money to pay for the new town offices 
that were being constructed. Each year, 
$50,000 was placed in the fund and, last year, 
the money was withdrawn and the town- 
offices debt was paid. 

The funding effort, which allowed town 
offices to be created without any bonding, 
was viewed as such a success that the stabi- 
lization fund was retained after the payoff, 
but without clear guidelines governing its 
future use. Recently, the Strategic Planning 
Task Force, composed of members of the 
selectmen, Finance Committee, and School 
Committee, worked to develop such guide- 
lines by adding language to the Capital 
Improvement Program document for fiscal 
years 2002 to 2006. 

Monday night their work was approved 
with minor changes by a selectmen’s vote of 4 
to 1. The Finance Committee and the School 
Committee were also present at the meeting. 

The changes were incorporated into the 
CIP chapter on “Financial Goals and Objec- 
tives,’ where Free Cash is discussed. The 
original version states, in part, that “Free 
Cash should be maintained at 3 to 5 percent of 


general fund operating revenues.” The revi 
sion reads, “Free Cash and _ Stabilization 
Fund should be maintained at 3 to 7 percent 
of general fund operating revenue.” The revi- 
sion further clarifies that the goal for the free 
cash balance is 1 to 2 percent of the general 
fund, while the goal for the stabilization fund 
is 2 to 5 percent. 

The two amounts are discussed together, 
but their character and purpose are slightly 
different. Free cash is defined by the FinCom 
in its Town Meeting reports as “the amount 
of surplus revenue over and above uncollect- 
ed taxes as of July 1 of each year as certified 
by the State.” According to Selectman Brian 
Major, free cash is available for appropria- 
tion by a simple majority at Town Meeting, 
and would be used in case of emergencies 
such as a natural disaster or an economic 
downturn. 

The stabilization fund, on the other hand, 
is designed to be used by the town for planned 
capital projects, such as land acquisition and 
facility construction, to avoid having to bor- 
row money, much like it was used with the 
town offices. Deposits to the stabilization 
fund would be 
approved by a sim- 
ple majority at Town 
Meeting, but appro- 
priations would Rte.

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Puncturing and the presidency: Local authors put out guides - 


Acupuncturist 
writes a guide his 
patients could use 


By Adam Groff 


he great thing about the 
ancient medicine prac- 
ticed by many Asians, 
according to acupuncturist 
David Sollars of FirstHealth of 
Andover, is that “they’ve had 
3,000 years of practice.” 

Despite the lengthy pedigree 
of Oriental medical techniques 
like acupuncture and acupres- 
sure, Sollars says he came to 
realize that his own patients 
often know very little about 
these therapies, and that most 
of the books on the subject are 
dauntingly similar to text- 
books. 

So Sollars decided to write 
his own, and earlier this year 
his book The Complete Idiot’s 
Guide to Acupuncture & Acu- 
pressure was published by 
MacMillan USA Inc. 

“If there had been a book 
out there that would have met 
my patients’ needs, 1 would 
have used that,” he says of his 
decision to undertake the pro- 
ject. 

Despite its introductory 
level of discussion, Sollars’ 
book is substantial, clocking in 
at 292 pages (including the five 
appendices), and it covers a 
wide range of material, from a 
brief history of Oriental medi- 
cine to tips for finding an 
acupuncturist. 

In between are short discus- 
sions of a dizzying array of 
conditions, from headaches to 
ovarian cysts, that can be 
treated using acupuncture or 
acupressure. 

Is he claiming that acupunc- 
ture is a cure-all, then? Sollars 
says it’s important to distin- 
guish between conditions for 
which acupuncture can serve 
as the primary therapy, and 
those for which it can be a sec- 
ondary therapy, sometimes in 
conjunction with Western 
treatments. For instance, says 
Sollars, acupuncture can be an 
effective pain-management 
tool for someone with a herni- 
ated disc, but it will never 
repair that person’s back. 

“We treat the whole per- 
son,” says Sollars, “and we ask 
that person to participate in 
his or her own health care.’ 

He says that the biggest dif-

ference between Oriental med- 
icine and Western medicine is 


that Oriental medicine is 
focused more on prevention 
than on treatment. “Treatment 
of a medical condition comes 
when the body is no longer 
able to take care of itself,” he 
says. He says that Western 
medical intervention tends to 
happen later in the course of 
an illness and then to be more 
invasive and dramatic, where- 
as Oriental medicine focuses 
more on a person’s lifestyle 
and helping the body to help 
itself. 

“Our slogan could be, ‘Let’s 
keep the medical drama on 
television,’ ” Sollars says of the 
collaborative effort at 
FirstHealth, which employs a 
battery of therapists skilled in 
a variety of alternative thera- 
pies, from acupuncture to chi- 
ropractic to massage to herbal 
therapy. 

The business is owned by 
Sollars and massage therapist 
Regina Kmet. 

Sollars, who has been prac- 
ticing Oriental medicine in the 
Boston area for the past 16 
years, got into the business 
after a stint as a theater stage 
manager. “I wanted to do two 
things,” he says, “Theater and 
medicine.” 

As he was preparing to go to 
medical school, he says, a 
friend put him in touch with a 
family in Chinatown that ran 
an acupuncture _ business. 
Intrigued, Sollars wound up 
spending two whole years as a 
full-time apprentice with the 
family. 

He says it would not be pos- 
sible to follow that path today, 
because the discipline of 
acupuncture has gained suffi- 
cient recognition and is now 
regulated. A family business

Brownfields legislation credited with paving way for development 


Old eyesore to be new 


By Neil Fater 

Workers have been gutting a dilapi- 
dated Andover Street building for the 
past week, so Hearthstone Realty 
Corp. can turn it into a two-story office 
building 

The 28 Andover St. building has 
been sitting idle for years, in part 
because of an environmental problem 
at the site scared away some develop- 
ers, says Bill Perkins, president of 
Hearthstone, and an Andover resident. 

But the state’s relatively new brown- 
fields legislation makes it easier for 
developers to clean up and use such 
sites. and with the decreasing amount 
of land in Andover, Perkins saw the 
value in developing the property. 

The site was previously used by 
American Power Devices for office 
space and circuit-board etching, but 
had earlier served as a cow barn for 
former selectman Sid White's cows.

Apple Latkes 
(four servings) 


4 tart or sweet apples 

2 to 3 tablespoons sugar 

3 tablespoons brandy, 
fruit liqueur 

2 eggs, separated 

2 tablespoons light vegetable oil 

A good pinch of salt 

1 cup flour 

7/8 cup water 

Vegetable oil for frying, preferably 
sunflower 

Superfine sugar for sprinkling on 
after serving

Core and peel the apples and cut each 
into four thick slices; put them in a shal- 
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low dish with the sugar and brandy, rum 
or liqueur and turn them so they are 
well-coated. Leave the apples for at least 
one hour, turning the slices over occa- 
sionally so that they absorb the spirit. 

For the batter, beat the yolks with the 
oil and salt, then stir in the flour and mix 
well. Next, beat in the water gradually 
and vigorously, squashing any lumps. 
Leave for an hour, then fold in the stiffly 
beaten egg whites. 

Heat at least 3/4 inch of oil in a large 
frying pan. Dip the apple slices in the 
batter — about five at a time - making 
sure that they are well-covered with bat- 
ter. Lift each apple slice out carefully 
and lower into the hot oil. The oil must 
be sizzling but not too hot, or the fritters 
will brown before the apple is soft inside. 
Fry in batches and turn the slices over to 
brown both sides. Lift out with a slotted 
spatula and drain on kitchen paper 
before serving. Pass the superfine sugar 
for everyone to sprinkle on. 

Variations: You may use beer or milk 
instead of water for the batter. You may 
pass powdered cinnamon and sugar 
around for people to sprinkle on.

In just two or three 
hours, a beginner can cre- 
ate a mosaic around the 
perimeter of a_ picture 
frame or mirror, according 
to Ms. Craven. She often 
buys flat picture frames 
with borders of between an 
inch and a half to 2 inches, 
and then she constructs the 
mosaic directly on top of 
the picture frame surface. It 
is important that the frame 
be flat 

The first step in creating 
a mosaic is to take every 
thing out of the picture 
frame, so that just the basic 
border remains. If the glass 
or picture are left inside of 
the frame, they may 
become stained. 

Ms. Craven recommends 
that beginners work with 
tiles, as opposed to plates or 
glass. Tiles are easier to 
work with because they 
contain straight edges and 
corners, while plates and 
glass do not. Also, a person 
wanting to work with glass

will have to purchase glass cutters, 
which can cost around $20. Tiles 
are sold individually at stores such 
as Home Depot, usually for about 
13 cents a tile. It is possible to 
select different colors according to 
one’s preference. 

An $by-10 picture frame would 
require approximately eight tiles, 
according to Ms. Craven. With 
either plates or tiles, after select- 
ing the colors one desires, it is nec 
essary to break the object into 
small. manageable pieces; this is 
done by placing the plate or tile in 
the middle of a towel. The towel 
protects the surface of the plate or 
tile from getting chipped. Placing 
the bottom side of the plate or tile 
facing up can also prevent chip- 
ping. After placing the ceramic 
object in the towel, it is necessary 
to take a hammer to it. It is possi- 
ble to break the tiles into whatever 
sizes one wishes, according to Ms. 
Craven. 

“If you want smaller pieces, you 
just keep hitting until you get the 


size you want. The pieces usually 
end up being about a half inch or

After smashing the tiles, Ms. 
Craven then separates the edge 
pieces from the center pieces, as 
if she were working on a jigsaw 
puzzle. Ms. Craven also keeps 
different colors separated. 

It is important to have a qual- 
ity glue product handy. Ms. 
Craven recommends a product 
‘alled Liquid Nails. She also 
suggests starting the mosaic of 
the frame by working on a cor- 
ner. 

“When you break your tile, 
you'll end up with four corners. 
So, take a corner piece and put it 
in a corner of the frame,” Ms. 
Craven explains. 

After gluing down the four 
different corner pieces, one can 
then begin connecting the cor- 
ners along the outside edges, 
using the tile pieces with 
straight sides. Each piece can be 
glued as it is placed. Creativity 
may be necessary when deter- 
mining which pieces to place 
together. 

“You'll find pieces that sort of 
go together,” says Ms. Craven. 

It is important to leave 
approximately 2 millimeters 
between each piece of tile. After 
the outside border is completed, 
the same process is repeated for 
the inner square. After both the 
inner and outer borders are 
completed, “You just start filling 
in (the frame). There’s no right 
way or wrong way, no way to 
mess it up,” says Ms. Craven.

Better baking beg 


(NAPSA) — A few basic tips 
can help you bake the kind of 
holiday cookies people are likely 
to go bananas over. 

The first tip: Always read 
through the recipe, so there are 
no surprises. Assemble all ingre- 
dients and equipment, prepare 
the pans, set oven racks in the 
right position and preheat the 
oven before you begin mixing. 
Following are some more baking 
tips. 

* Stick to sticks. Never use 
the whipped style of butter or 
margarine, since it contains too 
much liquid. Professional bak- 
ers prefer unsalted butter. 

- Measure accurately. Spoon 
unsifted flour into the right size 
measuring cup and level off with 
the straight edge of a knife or 
metal spatula; measure granu- 
lated or brown sugar in the 
same way, but press regular 
brown sugar lightly into the 
cup. 

» Use shiny metal pans or 
pans with a non-stick finish. 
Dull, dark or enamel pans may 
cause uneven and excessive 
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browning. Reduce oven temper- 
ature by 25 degrees if you are 
using glass or porcelain-coated 
aluminum pans with nonstick 
finish. 


- If baking several batches of 


cookies, let baking sheets cool 
between batches. 

- Wait until the minimum 
baking time has passed before 
opening the oven to test. Wait 
until cookies are completely cool 
before storing in an airtight con- 
tainer, or they will soften. 

For the following Basic 
Banana Holiday Cookies recipe, 
you need an extra-ripe banana 
to get the right level of sweet- 
ness and soft texture. The 
banana should have a speckled 


or even a very dark peel. If 


bananas reach that point before 
you are ready to bake, puree or 
mash them and store in an alr- 
tight container in the freezer 
until you're ready to bake.

For topping: 

1 package (12 ounces) cranberries 
1-1/2 cups granulated sugar 

3/4 cup water 

2 teaspoons ground cinnamon 

1 teaspoon ground ginger 

1/4 teaspoon ground olives 

1 medium onion, chopped 

1 medium apple, cored and chopped 
1 tablespoon red wine vinegar 


Preheat oven to 425 degrees. Mix 
Parmesan and butter in food processor 
until mixture resembles coarse 
crumbs, using on/off motion. Add 
flour, rosemary, walnuts, pepper and 
salt. Process until ingredients hold 
together. 

Remove dough from bowl. Divide 
dough into two equal halves. On a light- 
ly floured surface, roll each half into a 
circle about 7 inches in diameter and 
1/8 of an inch thick. Cut into eight 
wedges. Transfer wedges to a cookie 
sheet. Bake until golden around edges 
(about six to eight minutes). Remove 
from cookie sheet and cool on wire 
rack. Store in a covered container up to 
one week, or freeze up to two weeks. 

For topping, combine cranberries, 
sugar, water and spices in a large 
saucepan. Bring to a boil. Reduce heat 
to medium and cook 10 minutes, or 
until mixture thickens. Stir in onions, 
apple and vinegar. Cook for 15 minutes 
over medium heat. Cool and store in 
refrigerator for up to two weeks.
